The plan proposed by the Produce

Exchange is, in effect, to require every
grower of wheat to make affldavit ofhis acreage, the threshing return per
%cre and the amount of bushela uponwhich he intends to claim benefit of
the government guarantee. In each
market named in the Presidential proc-lamation a trade committee, contain-
ing a government representative. shall jdetermine and publish each business
day an average market settlement
price for the basic grade; the differ-
ence between such daily published
price and the governrhent's guarantee
figure .to be the settlement difference
for any wheat tributary to the various
markets involved.

Jn this way, the Produce Exchangebelieves, the law's guarantee would be
made good to the grower, who would
be left at absolute liberty of action E3
to when, where and to whom he shall
sell his wheat, while the consumer
would not be subject to prices which,
in effect, represent practically a gov¬
ernment corner in a commodity af-
fecting a large port ion of the world's
nopulation-

Indus trial
Cotton

The re-appearanee of Southern eell-
ing orders in the cotton market yes-
terday seemed to be the sigrial for
general liquidation ar.d aggressive
pressure .from local sources. The
March delivery was particularly weak,
selling olf from 23.22 to 22.25, and
closing at 22.38, or 72 points net lower,
while later months showed rallies of
some 20 to 35 points, with the general
list closing steady at a net decline of
33 to 72 points.

Reports of increasing curtailment
among tlie Southern mills and of un-
favorable political conditions in Eng-
land were factors contributing to the
decline. The continuance of Southern
selling suggested that low grades were

peeking an outlet notwithstanding
the extraordmary discounts. A
good deal of this selling was in the
near month, which probably stimulat-
ed the disposition to liquidate long
contracts in advance of possible no-
tices to-day. Liverpool sent March and
May buying orders here. lt was the
lirst March notice day in the New Or¬
leans market, and according to private
advices there were no tenders there.
